Assuming that occurs, the 
new Part 97 rules deleting the requirement that Amateur Radio license applicants pass a Morse 
code examination for any license class would go into effect Friday, February 23, 2007. The 
League cautions that this date is tentative, pending official confirmation and publication." The
